The Trade of Royalty. 


No advertisement is more valuable 
to a British tradesman than the 
royal warrant which allows him to 


place the royal arms over his place of 
business and describe himself as “pur- 
veyor by appointment to His Majesty 
the King.” 

Each tradesman who has the royal 
custom must send in his bill at the 
end of the month. It is compared 
with his ledger account kept at Marl- 
borough House and if correct is paid 
in the tirst week of the month. No 
discount is asked on any of the royal 
accounts, a tradesman who receives 
the ro} custom is informed that he 
must supply goods at the lowest rea- 
sonable prices and there is never any 
attempt at bargaining by the official 
of the royal household. If a trades- 
man is thought to be making extor- 
tionate charges he simply loses the 
royal custom 

Coal is supplied to Marlborough 
House by contract, the contracts be- 
ing made for three years and the con- 
tractors paid in equal half yearly pay- 
ments. Window cleaning, carpet clean- 
ing and chimney sweeping are all 
done by contract and the glass frames 
of large pictures are also kept clean 
by contract 

Servants 


wages are paid monthly, 
the upper servants being paid by 
check sent to each from the Treasur- 
er’s Department. The King’s accounts 
for clothes, cigars, theatres, newspa- 
pers, books and other personal arti- 
cles are sent to his secretary, not the 
Treasurer, and are also paid monthly,

Montreal.—Sir John Langham, of 
London, who equipped and maintain- 
ed the Langham field hospital in the 
South African war, Was a passenger 
on the Victorian, which sailed from 
Montreal recently. 

He has made a trip through West- 
ern Canada looking after his invest- 
ments, and has returned more en- 
thusiastic over the West than ever. 

“We hear a good deal of talk,’’ he 
said, ‘‘about the last West, but as far 
as 1 can see the last West is a long 
way off yet. It may veer north a good 
deal, but it will be a long time before 
the limit of settlement is reached.” 

This is Sir John’s third visit to Can- 
ada, and he said that every time he 
came he wanted to invest more of his 
money in the land. When he got back 
to England, he said, he should tell all 
his friends who wanted to carve their 
way to fortune by cultivating the 
earth that Canada offered more for 
them than any country he knew of. 

Sir John Langham has made sev- 
eral large investments in Calgary real 
estate, and is the owner of some very 
choice inside business property in that 
city. 


He also invested largely in farm 
lands in the Alix district. 
WOULD RESENT INTERFERENCE 
Hon. Wm. Paterson Says Canada’s 


Fiscal Policy is a Domestic 
Affair 


London.—Hon, Wm. Patterson, Ca- 
nadian minister of customs, who sail- 
ed for Canada recently, was inter- 
viewed prior to his sailing. 

When asked what the finding of the 
West Indies-Canadian trade commis- 
sion might be, Hon. Mr. Patterson 
said he could not say what the find- 
ings would be before the formal report 
of the commission had been made to 
the government. 

Speaking on the trade prefrence, 
Mr. Patterson said: “We Canadians 
should resent any attempt on the part 
of England to interfere with our fis- 
eal policy, which is a domestic affair. 

“Similarly,” he said, “Canadians 
understood that England would re- 
sent, and rightly, too, any attempt on 
the part of Canada to advise her or 
dictate to her on what is exclusively 
her own concern.” 


BACK FROM HUDSON'S BAY 


Left Sydney, C. B., July 7, and Was

Halifax, N. 8.—The Canadian gov- 
ernment steamer Stanley arrived back 
from Hudson’s bay last week. She 
left Sydney on July 7, and was the 
earliest ship to pass through the Hud- 
son's Straits for years. Duiing the 
voyage they pas-ed through about four 
miles of ice. She was off Port Ber- 
rill on July 19, and the next day met 
the ice,

Increase for the Year 1909 
Compared With 1908 
Ottawa.—The report of Lord Strath-

between Canada and Great Britain 
during the last calendar year. The 


total foreign and colonial trade of the | 


United Kingdom for 1909 was £1,005,- 
119,961, as compared with £970,056,361 
in 1908, an increase of £33,062,€50, 

The total trade with Canada for 1909 
was £29,424,609, as against £26.558,206 
in 1908, an increase of £2,886,403,. 

The total exports from the United 
Kingdom to Canada in 1909 were £8,- 
414,634, compared with £6,28%,447 in 
1908, a very satisfactory increase of 
£2,126.187, or about 33.98 per cent. 

Imports from Canada in the same 
periods were £21,009,975 in 1909 and 
£20,249,759 in 1908, thus showing an 
increase of £760,216,

The 
school has accommodation for 150, but 
many more than this number have 
made application to the department 
for admission. Those who cannot be 
accommodated at this session will be 
given preference in making up the list 
for the first term of 1911.

rooms full of Second Class teachers 
and one of First Class teachers. 

The practice classes will not open 
until a week later. 

At the time the new Normal school 
was opened, less than two years ago, 
it was thought that it would meet the 
demands for the training in Alberta 
teachers for many years, but the coun- 
try has developed so rapidly and the 
increase in the number of schools has 
been so great that its enlargement is 
now necessary. Fortunately, the de- 
sign of the building provides for its 
enlargement without impairing its 
architectural beauty. 


GREAT DESTRUCTION BY FIRE 


Many Lives Lost and Great Destruc- 
tion of Property in Three | 
States 

Spokane.—With more than fifty per- 
sons known to be dead, more than one 
hundred missing, two hundred injur- 
ed, half of Wallace burned and two or 
three villages obliterated, forest fires 
continue to threaten death and de- 
struction over a large territory in 
Idaho, east Washington and western 
Montana. Half a dozen villages are 
seriously threatened, and the inhabi- 
tants are hurrying to places of safety. 

Relief trains are helpless in many 
cases, owing to burned bridges and 
fires that lap the tracks. The situa- 
tion is most acute in northern Idaho. 
Despite the efforts of seven hundred | 
and fifty fire fighters, among whom) 
are two hundred and fifty regular sol- 
diers from American Lake, Washing- 
ton. None of the fires have been put 
out. All the men obtainable have 
been drafted into service. 

The fires in southern Oregon, in 
many cases, are said to be incendiary, 
This has been a matter of general 
gossip in Medford, but it became of- 
ficially known through despatches 
from Washington.

Ottawa.—According to figures ob- 
tainable at the bureau of census and 
statistics those who have bcen figur- 
ing out a marked shiiting of parlia- 
mentary power to the west from the 
east in the redistribution which will 
follow the next decennial census may 
be considerably astray in their caleu- 
lations. 

While the census proper is enumer- 
ated only once in ten years, there is 
a careful check on population from 
year to year, and of late an annual 
estimate, As is well known, Quebec 
furnishes the unit of representation. 
It has a fixed representation of 65 
which determines tie basis of repre- 
sentation. 

On March 31, according to the of- 
ficial estimate, the popu.ation of Que. 
bec was 2,154,0.0, as compared with 
1,648,898 when the census was taken in 
1901. On the basis of this total the 
unit of representation at the end of 
March was 33,139. Applying this to 
the estimate of population of the three 
prairie provinces in March 31, Mani- 
toba would today be ent.tle! to fifteen 
instead of ten members, Saskatchewan 
to eleven insteud of ten, and Alberta 
to ten instead of seven. 

The estimated popwation of Canada 
on March 31, was 7,489,781, Next June 
it is expected it will be over 8,000,000, 
Quebee, is stated, has a population of 
2.154.000, as coinpared with 1,548,898 
in 1901. Ontario is now estimated at 
2,68.,861, as compared with 2,182,947 
ten years ago. The population of the 
three prairie provinces is now esti- 
mated at 1,189,563, as compared with 
419,532 in 1901.

STARTS ON A THREE YEARS’ TRIP 


Explorer Radford Leaves Edmonton 
Shortly—Wants White Com- 
panion for Trip 
Edmonton.—Harry V. Radford, of 
New York, scientist and civil engin- 
eer, Who spent 14 months in the coun- 
try north of Edmonton, and just south 
of Great Slave Lake, shot the biggest 
wood bison that has ever been killed 
in either North or South America, is 
to leave Edmonton again shortly on a 
three years’ exploration trip that will 
cover the barren lands and carry him 
to the land of the Eskimo on_ the 
shores of the Aretie sea. Mr. Radford 
is seeking a companion for the jour- 

ney, a white man, with experience. 

Mr. Radford returned from the north 
neerly a month ago, bringing with 
him the head and careass of the big 
bison that he shot in the north. The 
buffalo weighed 2,402 pounds, which 
is 300 pounds more than the next 
largest buffalo shot in Montana in 
1x66, by W. T. Hornady, director of 
the New York Zoological Park. 

For his feut, Mr. Radford received 
messages of congratulations from em- 
inent naturalists all over the world. 
Earl Grey, Governor-General of Can- 
eda, sent him a six-page autograph 
letter of congratulation. 

Mr. Radford will carry with him on 
his Arctic trip the silk Union Jack 
made for him by Countess Grey with 
her own hands. Mr. Radford is also 
a member of the Arctic Club of Amer. 
iea, of the New York Zoological So- 
ciety, and of the New York Press 
Club 

On the trip which he now contem- 
pates taking, he will collect zoologi- 
cal specimens for the United States 
Biological Society and Natural Mu- 
seum of Washington.

Seoul, Corea.—Though nothing offic. 
ial can be learned confirming the re- 
port that negotiations for the annexa- 
tion of Corea by Japan are now pro- 
ceeding, many signs indicate that an- 
nexation is imminent, Long confer- 
ences between officials are constantly 
in progress, Visits are frequently in- 
terchanged, and real activity is noted 
in the Japanese offices. 

The censorship has been placed on 
an even more rigid basis than before, 
and Tokio papers containing reports 
on the situatio#in Corea ere conftis- 
cevted at Fussan on their arrival in 
this country. ‘ 

The entire country has been placed 
under a strong military guard, and a 
number of Japanese war vessels are 
now patrolling the coasts of Corea, 
The situation indicates conditions of 
extreme tension, but officials maintain 
a sphinx-like attitude. 


Aviator’s Trip from Paris to London 

London.—Aviator Moissant is the 
hero of the British press. His portrait 
appearing in alinost every morning 
newspaper will make his features as 
‘familiar to the British people as any 
public face. The papers print col- 
umns of descriptive matter concerning 
his flight, and interviews, while many 
of them have editorials on the unique 
feat which, it is said, will bring aero- 
planing into practical everyday life. 
It is argued that if a passenger can be 
earried across the channel in a strong 
wind there is no reason why the air 
should not be utilized to carry mails 
and passengers in the near future. 
The thing that most impresses the 
London morning newspapers is the 
fact that Moissant steered by com- 
pass. All other aviators have com- 
plained that the compass is useless in 
aerial flights because of the strong vi- 
bration from the motor.

Seeing them approach Hellar rose 
up and coolly walked up the bank 
from the rsilway and disappeared over 
the crest, but soon came back and ran 
down to the track again amidst a vol- 
ley of bullets fired at him as he ran. 
Gaining the protection of the fill of 
the road, he crept up and over the 
rails and made a dash for the heavy 
brush on the lower cover without be- 
ing hit. The police surrounded the 
brush, keeping a sharp lookout for the 
quarry, and when he appeared in an 
opening surrounding a spring Con- 
stuble Gorman fired at him, the ball 
taking effect in the back and coming 
out in front, going through the body 
just below the ribs. 


BRITISH CRUISER WRECKED 


Officers and Crew Were Taken Off in 
Safety, but Vessel Will Be 
Total Loss 
London.—Eighteen lives were lost 
when the British cruiser Bedford ran 
ashore on the rocks off Quelpart 
island, Korea, according to the report 

received by the admiralty. 

The men were the members of the 
engine room staff. The vessel is seri- 
ously damaged, and lies in a bad posi- 
tion. It appears that the Bedford 
struck the rocks two miles west of 
Quelpart island, lying about fifty 
miles south of Korea, off the entrance 
to the Strait of Korea. 

During the thick fog at four o'clock 
Sunday morning the cruiser was sail- 
ing with a British squadron from 
Wei-Huai,Wei, China, for Nagasi. The 
bottom of the ship and the machin- 
ery, according to wireless reports, suf- 
fered serious damage from the rocks, 
and the cruiser is pounding badly in 
the high seas. A number of Japanese 
warships, accompanied by lighters 
and salvage vessels, were despatched 
from the nearcst Japanese station im. 
mediately upon receipt of the news of 
the disaster. 

The accident occurred during full 
speed trials of the vessel, and the 
cruiser was evidently badly holed, 
since the deaths are stated officially to 
have been due to the inrush of the 
water, The officers and crew have been 
taken off. The sister ships, Minotaur 
and Monmouth, of the British squad. 
ron, which anchored near the wreck to 
render any service possible, were 
obliged to put to sea owing to the 
heavy weather which prevailed.

Ottawa.—Mr. Malcolm MelIntyre, 


Canadian immigration agent at Glas-| 


gow, is here on business with the de- 
partment of immigration. He states 
that last year 14,000 Scotch people 
came to Canada, and he estimated 
that the final figures for this season 
will be from eighty to one hundred 
per cent. better. ‘Scottish people,” 
he says, “have an idea that excessive 
cold prevails in the prairie provinces, 
and consequently are more inclined to 
go either to Ontario or to British Co- 
lumbia.” 


Why Are You Frightened? 

London.—A. E. Blizzard, head of a 
pottery firm, said that when in Can- 
ada he was asked frequently “‘Why 
are you frightened at tariff reform?” 
He found Americans getting a strong 
foothold in Canada. The only way 
trade could be preserved between Can- 
ada and Britain was by tariff reform.

_ GREAT BRITAIN 


MUCH BETTER FEELING IN 
COMMERCIAL CIRCLES 


Canadian High Commissioner Issues 
a Very Interesting Report Regard- 
ing Trade Between Great Britain 
and Canada—Vaiuabie Advice to 
Canadian Farmers in Respect to 
Market for Produce. 


Ottawa.—Laord Strathcona, Canada’s 
High Commussioner fo Great Britain, 
in his annual report, which has just 
been issued, points out that the de- 
pression im trade that was character- 
istic of the year 19us has now passed 
away, and that there is a much better 
feeling in cominercial circles goth 
in imports and exports the trade be- 
tween Great) Brituin and Canada 
shows large increases 

The imports into the United King- 
dom from Ganada that have increased 
are chiefly wheat, flour and oats, and 
decreases have tuken place in peas, 
butter and canned fish. 

In respeet of bacon, it is noted that 
a decrease of £465,279 (or 25.35 per 
cent.) took place in 1909 in the im- 
ports of this important product. The 
shortage in the supply of bacon for 
the market of the United Kingdom 
during the year under revision has 
creaied an interesting situation. 
Bacon is unquestionably the staple 
breakfast dish in England, and the de- 
mand has been a steady and increas. 
ing one for some years past. Up to 
1905 the rapid growth and expansion 
of the Canadian bacon exports to the 
United Kingdom was so gratifying 
that it was hoped that the Dominion 
would eventually find it one of the 
largest and most profitable of her in- 
dustries. 

The report then 


goes on to point 


out that the reports of bacon from 
Canada are only about half what they 
were in 1907, and the result is that 
prices have reached such an abnor- 


mal height that there is a great de- 
crease in consumption of bacon which 
is one of the staple dishes of the Eng- 
lish breakfast table. It has been 
stated that 70 per cent. of the house- 
holds of the United Kingdom are 
maintained on forty shillings a week 
or less, and higher prices, therefore, 
operate at once to diminish purchases. 
So that the failure of Canada and the 
United States to provide the neces- 
sary supplies of this commodity is 
causing great concern in the provis- 
ion trade, 

His Lordship says that “Canadian 
farmers must maintain an abundant 
supply of hogs of the Dominion is to 


successfully compete with a country 
like Denmark, where painstaking at- 
tention is devoted not only to the suc- 


cessful production of bacon, but to the 
maintenance of regular supplies to 
this great market.”’ 

In dealing with the question of 
cheese exports from Canada the re- 
port calls attention to the complaints 
recently made by British importers. 
These relate to the inferior quality 
of the muslin wrappings, and to 
their too great thickness The re- 
port says:—"It was further stated 
that complaints are being made in 
regard to recent consignments of 
cheese, that these been ripened 
too quickly, ship vith paraffin wax 


to prevent shrinkage, which latter 
practice is said to have a distinctly 
deteriorating effect It was also 


pointed out that the ese when un- 
boxed and divested of its cloth shows 


a rind as soft as when it was first 
made and that when cut it exhibits 
cracks. It seems desirable to again 
draw the attention of cheese export- 
ers in Canada to the nece y of pro- 
viding boxes of suiteble w and of 


proper sizo to prevent breakage.”

The Harvest 


The harvest season is now on, 
and the sound of the binder is to be 
heard throughout the district. Dur- 
ing the middie of the week there 
was some danger of frost, as the 
temperature sank to within several 
degrees of freezing point, but the 
critical period is now over, and ac- 
cording to precedent there should be 
good harvest weather for another 
tortnight from now. 

Full returns will not be available, 
of course, till the threshing season 
is over, but every indication points 
to the yield being much better than 
was at one time supposed. Mr R. 
B. Robson, one of the most success- 
ful tarmers in this district, who is 
two miles south of town, informed 
us on Thursday that he has a good 
crop on both his irrigated and dry 
land, He has 4oo acres of wheat 
which will grade No. t Northern 
and will yield from 15 to 25 bushels 
per acre. He has three binders at 
work on his crop, and expects to 
have two more at work by to-day. 

The crop generally is somewhat 
later in maturing than usual, but 
given other two weeks’ favorable 
weather will a'l be saved. 

Threshermen are now preparing | 
their outfits. Mr J. A. Schultz in- 
tends fitting out two outfits this 
year. One or two new separators 
have been unloaded here within the 
last few weeks,

DEPUT ATION FROM STRATH- 
MORE L.I.D. INTERVIEW

The Govern- 
ment have agreed to put the north 
road past Mr Falconer’s tarm in 
good order, also the road between 
Strathmore and the Bow’ River 
ferry. The improvements will at 
least amount to $1000, 

Since the Local Improvement Dis- 
trict was formed this spring they 
have done a great deal of work in 
the way of putting the roads inte 
shape, and up to date have spent 
over $3300, $1500 being for imple- 
ments and lumber, 
labor. Over $1700 has now been 
collected in taxes, out of a total of 


over $5000, and the committee 
would like to impress taxpayers 
with the necessity of paying their 


taxes promptly.

ALBERTA. 
ENGLISH COLONY 


NEAR STRATHMORE 
By Hat CARLETON 


I am pleased to know that a large 
number of your readers are so much 
interested in the wellare the 
settlers on this colony that they are 
desirous of knowing how matters 
are progressing with us. I there- 
fore will, at your request, send you 
a few notes trom time to time, tell- 
ing you how we are getting along. 

Firstly, as to this ready-made 
farm scheme itself, which promises 
to be an extremely large scheme 
during the next tew years. It is 
not given to everyone to be content 
to come to a new country, to be 
dumped down ona prairie, and to 
have to build his home and farm 
buildings, the while living in a tent 
or wagon; so that it was a great 
inducement for the twenty-five sett- 
lers here to have a house, barn and 
well either ready or in course of 
building. A crop of winter wheat 
was, as you know, put in, but this 
failed tor want of moisture. In 
May spring wheat was sown, and, 
notwithstanding persistent dry wea- 
ther, some of us, woom the hail has 
been kinder to, have a small crop of 
grain. 

I myself have just cut twenty-five 
acres of oats and am starting on 
seventy-five acres wheat on Mon Jay 
the 22nd. It has surprised many 
that we have any crop at all without 
irrigation; but the reason is not far 
to seek when one considers that the 
land was broken and drilled over 
twelve months ago and disced and 
drilled again this year; for the extra 
cultivation evidently conserved the 
moisture. 

It is not intended that we should 
grow grain only. A rotation of 
crops, as suggested by Professor 
Elliott, of the C.P.R. Demonstra- 
tion Farm, will certainly be carried 
out in such a way that we shall use 
most of the crops for consumption 
on the tarm by dairy cattle, hogs, 
poultry, etc. 

We each have about an acre of 
potatoes, which, by the way, have 
had two good rounds with the hail, 
with the latter just having the best 
of it. Still, we shall have quite a 
little crop on the whole. Other 
| vegetables had trom time to time a 
‘dust up” with the wind storms, 
with the latter well on top. 

Nevertheless, all these things 
teach us something. Irrigation we 
look to for all crops, so that another 
dry year will not dismay us. Those 
ot us woo intend to take up market 
gardening are ilready devising 
means to protect their vegetables 
from dust storms and so on, 

Even the burning of my barn, 
etc., which has entailed on me a 
loss of $250.00 has its lesson, for 
we are now discussing a general 
fire alarm in case of necessity. 

In mentioning discussion, | may 
say that we meet every Friday 
evening to discuss all 
interest, and I, 
ot chairman of

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL' 


LESSON |IX.—THIRD QUARTER, 


FOR AUG. 28, 1910. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxi, 1-17. 
, Memory Verses, 10, 1!!—Golden 
Text Matt. xxi, 9—Commentary 
Prepared by D. M. Stearns. 


According to the harmony of the 
gospels, we have now come to the 
events of the second day in the last 
week, Passion week. The anointing 
by Mary at Bethany has taken place, 
although we shall not come to it in 
our studies till some time in October, 
It is thougit by some tnat this public 
entry to Jerusalem oceurred on the 
Sunday preceding Easter, generally 
known as Palm Sunday. 

The time had come for another 
Scripture to be fulfilled which had 
been written about 500 years before: 
“Rejoice greatly, O daugater of Zion; 
shout, O daughter of Jerusalem; be- 
hold, thy King cometh unto thee; He 
is just and having salvation; lowly 
and riding upon an ass, and upon a 
colt the foal of an ass’’ (Zech, ix, 9). 
Jesus, knowing ell things, sent two of 
his disciples, unnamed, into the vil- 
lage over against them, that they 
|might find the ass and the colt and 
bring them to Him. They went and 
found even as he had said unto them, 
and, saying what they had been told 
| by Jesus to say to the owners of the 
animals, they brought them to Him. 
The account of this is found more or 
‘less fully in each of the four gospels. 
;}How marvellous that hundreds of 
years before it occurred it was all 
foreseen and = written down! But 
“known unto God are all His works 
from the beginning of the world” 
(Acts xv, 18). That this was a colt 
Whereon never man sat suggests the 
sepulcher wherein never man_ before 
was laid (Luke xxiii, 53) and the 
womb from which He was the first- 
born. His power over creatures. is 
seen in the submission to Him of this 
untamed ass’ colt. Consider the birds 
which fed Elijah, the lions in Daniel's 
den, the little fish which brought the 
piece of money, the dominion over all 


creatures given to Adam, and the 
time of the coming kinglom when 
the wolf, the leopard and the lion 


shall be to a little child as the lamb, 
the kid and the calf (Isa, xi, 6). The 
ass tie where two ways met is sug- 
gestive of the place where every sin- 
ner is found 

The adoration of the disciples and 
the multitude as they spread their 
garments and branches from trees in 
the way and cried, ‘‘Hosunna to the 
Son of Davil; blessed is He that com- 
eth in the name of the Lord; hosanna 
in the highest,’ was not a welcome 
from the officials of the nation, but 
largely the ery of the unthinking mul- 
titude, who soon changed if to “erucify 
Him.” The time draws near when He 
shall come again, and then Israel shall 
{truly say: “Blessed is He that cometh 
‘in the name of the Lord,” “Lo, this is 
our God; we have waited for Him, and 
He will save us’? (Matt. xxiii, 39; Isa. 
xxv, 9). In Luke xix, 41-44, we read 
thet when He was come near He be- 
held the city and wept over it, as Me 
foretold its doom, because they knew 
not the things which belonged to their 


peace, How often He has had to say 
to those whom He longed to bless, 
“Ye would not’ (Isa. xxviii, 12; xxx, 
1.; Matt. xxiii, 37; John v, 40). Hear 


the ery of His heart in Ps. Ixxxi, 10- 
16: “Open thy mouth wide, and I will 
fill it. Rut My people would not 
hearken to My voies, and Israel would 
none of Me * * * Oh, that My people 


had hearkened unto me ant Israel 
had walked in my ways.”’ The city 
was moved and eried, “Who is this?”

enemies (Luke v, 21: vii, 49; ix, 9). It 
is the old question of Isa.

Jesus, having entered the city, went 
into the temple and for the second 
time in his ministry he cleansed it 
and said that instead of a house of 
prayer they had made it a den 1 
thieves. Now, while the temple was in 


no sense typical of a church building, 
tor both tabernacle and temple were 
quite unique, being each designed by 
God for a special purpose, tuat He 
might dwell in the midst of Israel, we 
do well to see that our church build- 
ings dedicated to the worship of God 
are kept wholly for that purpose and 
not in any given up to amuse- 
ment or entertainment. Both taber- 
nacle and temple were typicai of Jesus 
Christ Himself (John ii, 19; Hab. viii, 
21, in whom God dwelt as in no other, 
but when He is received by us we be- 
come His temples, not our own, 
bought with a price, and it is our priv- 
ilege to consider ourselves as wholly 
set apart for Himself, no longer con? 
formed to this world, a peculiar peo- 
ple, zealous of good works (1 Cor. iii, | 
16, 17; Ps. iv, 3; Rom. xii, 1, 2; Tit. ii, 
1). The chief priests and cribes hated 
Him more ani more and would have 
forbidden even the children to sing 
hosanna to Him, but He quoted from 
the Eighth Psalm, where He is spoken 
of as having dominion over all things 
and in whieh the children praise Him, 
The fig tree which should have borne

Canada’s system of experimental 


, farms is one of the most interesting 


and perhaps the most original feature 
of the Dominion Government. To 
the experimental farm, without 
doubt, more than to any other factor, 
is due the splendid development of 
the northwest Dominion to-day. 
Through 23 years, Dr. William Saun- 
ders, the head of the system, has 
worked untiringly and the results 
have been great. His first connection 
with the service was in 1885, when 
he was a business man making a 
hobby of horticulture. At that time 
he was sent abroad to study agricul-

tural work in other nations, and upon 


his return he was made director of 
five experimental farms about to be 


organized, Since then, under his 
guidance, the work has progressed by 
leaps and bounds. he potential 


vield of every acre of Canadian farm 
lend has been inereased; fruit has 
been successfully raised on the north 
plains, and besides this, there has 
been established a great educational 
extension service for the training of 
the young Canadian farmer. 

The keystone of this experimental 
foem) system in Canada is the 
called central farm, near Ottawa. 
The first branch farm was establish- 
ed between New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia, and this was followed by a 
farm at Brandon, for Manitoba. Then 
came a branch for the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, which was placed at Indian 


oe 


Head, and others have been estab- 
lished since. 
These experimental farms have 


been of great value to Canada, en- 
abling her to take an inventory of 
her agricultural resources and to 
know the possibilities of her land. 
She has demonstrated that many 
grains and fruits not indigenous to 
her broad prairies can be grown upon 
them, and in this way has distribut- 
ed an immense amount of useful in- 
formation among her agriculturists 
which hus added immeasurably to 
the wealth of the country. 


Temperance In Ireland. 


Remarkable figures regarding the 
strength of the temperance movement 
in Ireland, were given in the report 
of the Temperance Committee recent- 
ly submitted to the General Assembly 
ot the Presbyterian Church of Ire- 
land, in Belfast. There are 60.43% 
members of Bands of Hupe and tem- 
perance societies connected with this 
denominational body, an increase of 
11,800 during the year. The progress 
of the Total Abstainence Union, bet- 
ter known us “Cateh-my-pay'’ move- 
ment, was so rapid that there was 
scarcely a town of any importance in 
six of the counties of Ulster which 
had not been revolutionized in its re 
iuon to the drink traffic. 

The movement was also at work in 
the South and West of Ireland, in 
Scotland, and in certain parts of Eng- 
land. As the result of one year's 
work 120,000 members had thus far 
been enrolled, 

The report also referred to the work 
amoung the Roman Catholic commun- 
ity, showing that the Young Crusad- 
ers numbered 100,000 and the Pio- 
neers, an adult society, 150,000, In 


some localities in the West 90 per 
cent. of the people had taken the 
pledge.

THE LOST CHANNEL, 

Hew a Picturesque Spot in the 
Thousand Islands Was Named. 
Few of the visitors to the Thous- 

and Islands realize how many _his- 

torical associations this region  pos- 
sesses.

Just as the expedition was enter 
ing the St. Lawrence a lookout on 
the Onondaga saw a batesu filled 
with soldiers putting out from an 
island and heading down the river.

WEIGHT OF A HORSE. 


Bad Guesses Made by Men Unskilled 
In Horseflesh. 

Many people, even among those who 
frequently make use of horses, have 
little idea what an ordinary horse 
weighs and would have much difficulty 
to guess whether a given animal stand 
ing before their eyes weighed 500 o1 
1,500 pounds. Yet they would have 
no such difficulty with a man and prob 
ably be able to guess, especially if they 
were good Yankees, within ten or twen- 
ty pounds of his weight. The govern- 
ments of Europe have long been pur- 
chasing and weighing horses for the 
military service and transferring them 
from carriage or draft employment to 
the various branches of cavalry and 
artillery. The animals are ordinarily 
assigned according to weight. The 
French military authorities find that 
an ordinary light carriage or riding 
horse, such as in the United States 
would be called a “good little buggy 
horse,” weichs from 300 to 400 kilo- 
grams—say from S00 to 900 pounds. 
Such horses as these are assigned to 
the light cavalry corps. The next 
gerade above, which in civil life passes 
as a “coupe horse,” or carriage horse 
of medium weight, ranges in weight 


up to 480 kilograms, about 1,050 
pounds. This horse goes to help mount 
the cavalry of the line. 

Next come the fashionable “coach 
horses” of persons of luxury, which 
weigh from 500 to 580 kilograms, or 
from 1,000 to nearly 1,800 pounds. 


These horses go to serve the purpose 
of drill for the cavalry belonging to 
the reserve military forces. Above 
these there are still two grades of 
heavy horses. The first are those used 


for ordinary draft purposes and are 
commonly found drawing the omnl- 
buses of Paris where such vehicles 
are still in use. These weigh from 
1,100 to 1,500 pounds. Tke heaviest 
horses are the Clydesdales and Per- 
cherons, which are oxen in size and 


strength and which weigh from 600 to 
800 and sometimes even up to 900 kilo 
grams—that is, from 1,800 up to near- 
ly 2,000 pounds. None of these Per- 
cherons of the heaviest weight are 
used in the military service, but some
